FIRST DAY — Wednesday. 

Shelbina, Mo., September 17, 1884. 
The Sixty-Eighth session of the Missouri Annual Con- 
ference, Methodist Episcopal Church South, convened in the 
auditorium of the Reformed Church, Shelbina, Mo., at 9 o’clock, 
A. M. Bishop Linus Parker called the Conference to order, 
and opened the session by reading the 12th Chapter of 
Romans and announcing the 272d Hymn, “And are we yet 
Alive,” etc., which was sung with deep feeling. He then led the 
Conference in prayer, after which he gave a short, practical 
talk on the duties and responsibilities of the members of the 
body. 

John D. Yincil, Secretary of the last Conference, called 
the roll, and 92 members and 21 lay delegates answered to 
their names. 

John D. Yincil was elected Secretary, and J. H. Pritchett 
and A. Y. Bayley assistants. 

The Conference fixed a bar and agreed on the hours for 
meeting and adjourning.

Rev. D. R. McAnally, D. D., Editor of the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate , and Dr. Morgan Callaway, President of 
Paine Institute, were introduced to the Conference. 

Clark D. Davis and Hiram A. Davis were located at their 
own request. 

The characters of J. O. Swinney, W. M. Rush, and T. 
H. Swearingen were passed and their application for Supernu- 
merary relation referred to the Committee on Conference 
Relations. 

The names of D. T. Sherman, Thos. Hurst, Daniel 
Penny, Geo. Fentem, Jas. Penn, Jesse Bird, E. Carlyle, A. 
Spencer, Wm. Barnett and M. M. Hawkins were called, 
characters passed and their application for superannuated 
relation referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

The Bishop then called question 1st— “Who are admitted 
on trial?”

SECOND DAY— Thursday. 

Shelbina, Mo., September 18, 1884. 

Conference met at 8:30 A. M., Bishop Parker in the 
chair. Devotional exercises were conducted by Rev. W. T. 
Bolling. 

The roll was called and minutes of yesterday’s session 
read and approved. 

J. M. L. Hoyle was announced as received by transfer 
from the Southwest Missouri Conference. 

D. C. O’Howell was elected to fill vacancy in Board of 
Church Extension, caused by the death of T. J. Gooch. 

The Conference agreed to a change in the constitution of 
the Church Extension Board, by which the time for holding 
the anniversary was fixed for Thursday afternoon. 

W. A. Hanna was placed on Sunday School Board vice 
W. T. Ellington, resigned. 
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Communications were received from the Nashville Pub- 
lishing House, Board of Trust of Conference Fund, Board of 
Curators of Howard Female College, Curators of St. Charles 
College, and Curators of Central Female College, all of which 
were read and referred to the appropriate committees. 

L. D. Palmer, business manager of the Southern Metho- 
dist Publishing House ; Rev. F. M. Green, of the Missouri 
Conference of the M. E. Church ; Dr. Elon Foster, of the New 
York Conference M. E. Church, and Rev. J. E. Godbey, of 
the St. Louis Conference, were introduced. 

M. L. Gray, J. H. Hubbard, M. B. Broadus, Ward C. 
Maggart and Charles E. Hedgpeth were admitted into full 
connection. 

J. N. B. Hepler and Jesse T. Moreman were discon- 
tinued, and James L. Gilbert was continued in the class of the 
second year. 

D. N. Epperson, Boone Keeton, T. M. Rucker, John E. 
Squires, Jesse T. Hunt and James B. Parnall were advanced 
to the class of the second year. 

In answer to question 7, u Who are the deacons of 
one year?” the names of Charles W. Watts, W. O. Medley 
and J. M. L. Hoyle were called, and they were advanced to 
the class of the fourth year.

Shelbina, Mo., September 19, 1884. 

Bishop Parker called the Conference to order at the. usual 
hour, religious services being conducted by Robert White.

C. W. Watts was appointed in the place of W. H. Lewis 
on the Committee on Memoirs. 

Rev. M. B. Chapman made a report as Publisher of the 
Minutes, which showed a small balance on hand after paying 
all bills; received and approved.

Minutes read and approved. 

A. P. Linn and James Penn were granted superannuated 
relation. 

Thos. R. Hedgpeth granted supernumerary relation. 

The names of a large number of preachers were called 
and their characters passed. 

Josiah P. Godbey was elected to elder’s orders. 

Dr. Hendrix addressed the Conference in the interests of 
Paine Institute, and in a few minutes $600 was subscribed to 
that enterprise. 

The hour having arrived for the introduction of the 
exercises of Missionary Day, the 741st hymn was sung and J. 
H. Pritchett led in prayer, after which appropriate addresses 
were made by Bishop Parker, Rev. J. J. Ransom, Missionary 
to Brazil, and Dr. Hendrix.

FIFTH DAY — Sunday. 

Shelbina, Mo., September 21, 1884. 

The Conference Love Feast at 9 A. M. was conducted by 
Rev. Daniel Penny, and was a season of great spiritual 
refreshment. Bishop Parker preached at 11 A. M., and after 
the sermon ordained to deacon’s orders John H. Hubbard, 
John E. Squires, James B. Parnall, Wm. C. Wingate, Francis 
M. Cooper and Wm. S. Rooker. At 3 P. M., Dr. Hendrix 

5 reached, after which the Bishop ordained to elder’s orders 
M. Patterson, John W. Owen, J. P. Godbey and P. G. 
Nichols. At 7 :30 P. M. Rev. W. T. Bolling preached at the 
Reformed Church. At 3 P. M. a Sunday School Mass Meeting 
was held, at which addresses were delivered by Dr. McAnally, 
Rev. W. T. Bolling, Dr. W. G. Miller and Rev. M. B. Chap- 
man.

The character of A. W. Smith was arrested, and his case 
referred to the Presiding Elder of Chillicothe district.

Rev. Edmond Wright, agent of the American Bible 
Society, was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

The Centenary Committee made a very gratifying report,. 
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by which it appeared that the centenary contributions of the 
Conference aggregated $59,353.85.

SIXTH DAY — Monday (afternoon). 

Shelbina, Mo., September 22, 1884. 

Conference met pursuant to adjournment, Rev. J. M. 
O’Brien leading in the devotions. 

Columbia was selected for the next session of the Con- 
ference. 

Various Conference boards and committees reported, and 
a number of resolutions were adopted. 

Dr. W. M. Rush and M. B. Chapman were appointed to 
represent this Conference on the joint committee of the edi- 
torial management of- the St. Louis Christian Advocate.

BE POET OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND 
PERIODICALS. 

We but express wdiat is patent to all who seriously reflect 
upon the subject that the press is the most potent agent for 
evil as well as good. Every phase of human thought, as well 
as every form of vice and virtue, finds ready and earnest 
expression through this medium. The press, in the interest of 
infidelity, unholiness and irreligion, is to-day one of the most 
formidable and hostile antagonists with which the gospel 
has to contend in its efforts to save the world. Next to the 
pulpit, a sanctified press is among the most efficient agents 
for the spread of the gospel and scriptural holiness in the earth. 
It must be through the agency of a sanctified press, perhaps 
even more than the pulpit itself, that we are to counteract the 
widespread evils resulting from the unholy literature of the 
day. This literature, in the form often of the daily newspaper, 
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cheap, sensational works of fiction, and often the bold, outspoken 
infidel sheet or magazine, finds its way into many of the 
homes of our people, and is read at our fire-sides by young 
and old; it circulates along our great highways of travel, and 
goes into the by-ways and obscurest neighborhoods of our land. 
It is everywhere exerting its baneful influence upon the 
minds and morals of our teeming population. We are pro- 
foundly impressed that the Church is not sufficiently awake to 
the extent of this evil, nor to the fact that the success of the 
gospel is being so greatly hindered, and its power in such 
large measure hindered, by this poisonous and unholy influence. 
We find much to commend in the daily press. We would not 
indiscriminately condemn the daily newspaper, but there is in 
many of them much that is evil and which makes them unfit to 
be received , much less read in our homes. It is not an unusual 
thing to find, in the home of even professed Christian people, 
one or more copies of the daily or weekly secular newspapers, 
and not a single copy of any church paper whatever. The 
effect can not but be disastrous to the moral and religious 
interests of such households. With every Christian man and 
woman, the Church paper should be first. If but one paper 
can be taken, let it be a religious paper. We ought, this Cen- 
tenial Year, to adopt, and to the best of our ability carry 
forward to fulfillment, the motto of our Centenary Committee, 
“A Methodist paper in every family.”

Your committee have duly considered the communication 
from the “Joint Committee on editorial management of the 
St. Louis Christian Advocate ,” and as the result of our 
deliberations we beg leave to submit the following:

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

1 o the Missouri Conference: 

Your board feel this to be a most important work, in which 
thousands of people are taught the word of God every Sabbath. 

The statistics of this year show a very gratifying increase 
in this work over last year. The increase is as follows: Eigh- 
teen schools, sixty-four officers and teachers, three hundred 
and fifty-six scholars, 8,290 volumes and periodicals, and 
$1,091 for Sunday school purposes. 

This is a work in which all should take a part, either as a 
teacher or learner of the Word of Life. The one well-defined 
object is to promote the working efficiency of the Church for 
the salvation of souls. 

We call the attention of pastors to a growing evil among 
us, that is the absence of children from the regular preaching 
of the gospel. Constantly call the attention of our people to 
the cure of this evil. Devise every means to secure the 
attendance of our children on public worship. Parents must 
give their time and money to this important work. Let the 
habit of instruction at home be revived and maintained, and 
then supplement it at the Sunday School. By this rule you 
will not only reach the families of the pious, but those who are 
irreligious. 

Due importance ought to be given to singing as an 
important part of Sunday School work. Let the spirit of devotion 
be cultivated and the singing will be delightful and profitable. 
While great care should be given to avoid levity and irrever- 
ence, at the same time the school should be made as cheerful 
and interesting to all as possible. We recommend our Sunday 
School literature published by Dr. J. B. McFerrin, at Nash- 
ville, as not only as cheap as any, but safe and reliable. 

Your board would recommend that the district work be 
continued, and made as efficient as the discipline requires. In 
order that it may be done, we ofier the following resolution: 

1. Resolved, That the Presiding Elders be required to appoint, at- 
their earliest convenience after the close of this Conference, where it has 
not been done, one Layman or Local Preacher in each charge, whose 
duty shall be to aid his pastor in Sunday School work. The brethren 
thus appointed shall constitute a District Sunday School Board, whose 
President shall be a member of the Annual Conference Board, and shalli 
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hold their session at the time of the District Conference, and make their 
report in witing to the Annual Conference through their Chairman. 

2. Resolved, That this Board shall make its report to the District 
'Conference, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint a new Board at each 
session of the District Conference.

IN MEMORIAM. 



REV. THOMAS J. GOOCH. 



4 r^ce^r Thomas J. Goocli was born at Denmark, Madison 
v i> 'County, Tennessee, June 4, 1832. He has been preaching for 
31 years. While a member of the Memphis Conference, he 
preached in Tennessee, Kentucky and Mississippi, as the 
Conference embraced a portion of those states. 

During the war he and his family went to Alabama. 
While there he was elected to the Presidency of a literary 
institution at Munford, and was at the same time station 
preacher at Taladego, a short distance from Muntord. 

He joined the Missouri Conference in 1868, and received 
the following appointments : One year at Columbia, three 

years at Glasgow, one year at Carrollton, two years at Mexico, 
one year at St. Charles, two years at St. Joseph, Mo., four 
years at Mexico, and nearly two years Presiding Elder of 
Mexico district. He fell asleep in Christ at his home in 
Mexico, Mo., May 1, at 2:30 A. M., 1884. He died at his post 
like a Christian hero. His faith sustained him in his physical 
sufferings, which were intensely severe. 

While seated at his bedside, the Sabbath before he died, 
he said: “ Brother Lewis, I am now testing the Gospel I 

have preached to others for years.” 

Do you find it sufficient, Brother Gooch ? “Oh, yes ; it 
is all I want. Jesus is my rock; in him I trust, in him 1 trust. 
All is bright ; there is not a cloud in my sky. I am ready to 
go.” This was his last testimony. 

Another watchman has fallen from the walls of Zion, 
another soldier of the cross has been taken from the battlefield 
and crowned with victory by the Captain of Israel's hosts. 

His voice, so familiar to thousands in Missouri, and which 
has for years saluted the glad ears of sinners, with joyous 
tidings of salvation, will never again be heard in this world of 
sin and sorrow.

The people alko of the district 
loved him, because he manifested a universal interest ip thepi, staying 
with them and preaching for them, doing double the usual wbrk of a 
Presiding Elder. 

As a citizen, the death of Thomas J. Gooch created a pro- 
found and widespread sorrow. The community where he 
labored long and acceptably, and where he fell, mourned him 
as one endeared to all. His funeral was the most largely 
attended of any ever held in Central Missouri. When his 
funeral sermon was preached, the ministers of the various 
churches in Mexico were all present, and publicly and with 
tears bore testimony to the nobility of nature and Christian 
worth of our brother. 

One by one, we are going from the Missouri Conference 
in quick succession. God help us to be ready when the Master 
calls us.
